Four men easily handle wall panels. Our 
standard sheathing is 5/16"' plyscord with wall 
insulation plant applied. But a wide choice is 
available. The builder of this house chose |/2"' 
insulation board, but 25/32 is available too. 


Gable ends are assembled in either one or two 
pieces for quick erection. Note the precision 
fit of jig-built components. This eliminates job- 
site problems of layout, cutting, and waste.

Interior partitions are assembled, all openings 
framed. Construction details are conventional, 
with 2 x 4 studs 16'' on center. Banks and 
building inspectors state these are the best 
built houses they have ever seen.
